COMPETENT EXAMINATION 
OF MRS, MUENCH WOULD BE 
CONCLUSIVE, DOCTORS SAY 


ETERMINATION of the 
)auestion whether Mrs. 

Muench bore a child or not, 
seemingly would settle the issue 
raised by the Anna Ware ha- 
beas corpus proceedings in the 
St. Louis Court of Appeals. This 
can be done, it is said by ob- 


stetricians and gynecologists, by 
competent medical examination. 


Physicians have pointed out 
that it is extremely doubtful 
that a mother in Anna Ware's 
circumstances could identify 
her child. She saw it only brief- 
ly after it was born, Aug. 17; it 
was taken from her within a 
few hours. New-born babies, 
the doctors explained, change in 
appearance so rapidly in the 
first few weeks that identifica- 
tion would be very difficult with- 
out distinctive markings or 
formations. 

Obviously, if Mrs. Muench 
gave birth to a child at or about 
the time she says she did—Aug. 
18—it is not to be supposed 
that she would have any inter- 
est in Anna Ware's child; on 
the other hand, if the examin- 
ation should cast doubt on or | 
disprove the story of the birth 
at the Muench home, Anna 
Ware's claim would appear in a 
different light. 


An eminent gynecologist yes- 
terday told the Post-Dispatch 
that examination within six 
weeks of childbirth unquestion- 
ably discloses positive proof of 
the fact. This authority said 
that, assuming the Aug. 18 date, 
an examination of Mrs. Muench 
by competent doctors, if made 
by next Saturday, would cer- 
tainly show whether or not she 
was a mother.

ROME, Sept. 26.—The Italian 
‘Government canceled today the sail- 
ing orders of some 10,000 soldiers, 
drawing up to embark for Libya to 
guard the frontier bordering on 
Egypt. 

Men and officers totaling 2745 
formed in embarking columns at 
Naples to sail for East Africa im- 
mediately aboard two transports. 
Yesterday, 1200 men sailed. 

The 10,000 soldiers who had been 
expected to embark for Libya were 
designed to reinforce Italy’s posi- 
tion in its North African possession 
in the event that the Italian-Ethio- 
pian conflict brought hostile action 
by Great Britain. 

Meaning of Cancellation. 

The cancellation order was inter- 
preted in informed circles as proof 
that the exchange of assurances by 
the British and Italian Govern- 
ments, disclaiming any intention of 
aggression against one another, was 
made in all sincerity. | 

General opinion here, although 
skeptical that the League Council 
session at Geneva would produce 
cohclusive results in the East Afri- 
can question, veered enough to ad- 
mit the possibility of some _ con- 
structive step toward further dis- 
cussion of the problem. 

The newspaper Il Popolo di Roma 
pointed out that the Council must 
consider Italy’s repeated charge of 
a state of “barbarism” in Ethiopia, 
and Italian rights in East Africa, 
set forth in the Anglo-Italian tréaty 
of 1925. 

“With these two —— facts 
established,” the newspaper said, 
“the possibility of an accord pre- 
sents itself as anything but diffi- 
cult.” 

It insisted that any such accord, 
however, must “be in keeping with 
Italy’s rightful role in providing the 
benefits which are asked for Ethi- 
opia, in harmony with our need for 
expansion and of security in our 
territories bordering on the unquiet 
empire of Haile Selassie.” 

Says Artice XVI Can’t Apply. 

The newspaper La Tribuna, in a 
front page editorial yesterday; said 


- Article XVI of the League of Na- 


tions Covenant, providing for sanc- 
tions, cannot apply to the Italian- 
Ethiopian question. 

“The Italian-Ethiopian conflict 
presents singular characteristics 
which are excluded completely from 
the category of conflicts which the 
League of Nations had in mind 
when the covenant was signed,” 
said the editorial. “The covenant 
dealt with European or world con- 
flicts between civilized and equal 
states, conflicts capable of spread- 
ing immediately, therefore of inter- 
est to states in the League. 

The newspaper pointed out that 
under Article XVI the League can- 
not recommend sanctions and not 
impose them. 

“The mechanism of sanctions 
does not exist in Article XVI and is 
not even distantly applicable to the 
Italian-Ethiopian conflict,” the edi- 
torial concluded. 


ETHIOPIA LETS IN 
FRENCH SOLDIERS 


By the Associated Press. 

ADDIS ABABA, Sept. 26. — Em- 
peror Haile Selassie granted per- 
mission to France today to station 
180 French white soldiers at De- 
ridawa to guard the railroad from 
Addis Ababa to Djibouti, French 
Somaliland, and to assist in pres- 
ervation of order. French author- 
ities also have the right to bring 
some of these soldiers to Addis 
Ababa in the event of danger. 

The King at first expressed an in- 
clination to deny the French re- 
quest, because he had refused a 
similar right to the Italians, but he 
yielded to French insistence. 

Government officials expressed 
fear that the action might embit- 
ter the Italians. They argued, 
however, that Italy, if it were in 
the position of a belligerent, would 
not need such protection in any 
event which compelled complete 
Italian evacuation.

time. 

He said the procedure under the 
Article XV was suspended during 
the period of arbitration «of the 
dispute but this suspension ended 
Sept. 4. 

Speech by Eden. 

Eden announced that Britain 
was “steadfastly determined to 
abide by its policy,” as pr:viously 
declared. 

Eden said he regretted that no 
solution had been found for the 
East African conflict, but that the 
time had now come to draft rec- 
ommendations under Article XV. 

“This is a task to which we must 
address ourselves without undue de- 
lay,” he said. 

Premier Laval supported Eden’s 
position and said the Council must 
discharge its duties in conformity 
with the spirit and letter of the 
covenant. 

Eden’s attitude also was support- 
ed warmly by Litvinoff and Peter 
Munch of Denmark. Munch, like 
other speakers, emphasized 
necessity of making every effort to 
settle the dispute by conciliation. 

Still Chances of Conciliation. 

“So long as the Council is en- 
gaged in drawing up a report of 
the recommendations, the work of 
conciliation can continue,” said 
Eden. “It is clear that no oppor- 
tunity for such conciliation within 
the terms of the covenant should 
be missed. 

“In addition, while the work of 
drawing up the report is in prog- 
ress, the governments will have the 
opportunity to consider whether, 
and if so how, anything further 
can be done to safeguard peace. 
That is the obligation which 4s 
members of the League we should 
not overlook. 

“TI will conclude with one word 
upon wider issues in this dispute. 
The policy of His Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment in the United Kingdom in 
this respect has been recently de- 
clared authoritatively. 

“T need therefore only add that 
by that policy His Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment is steadfastly determined 
to abide.” 

Remarks by Laval. 


Premier Laval told the council: 

“In the existing situation, after 
the failure of negotiations under- 
taken by the Committee of Five, 
no decision other than that pro- 
posed by the president of the coun- 
cil could be made by us.

“The Couucil will accomplish its 
task according to the letter and 
spirit of the covenant and will be 
able, I feel sure, after having re- 
called the circumstances of differ- 
ence, to indicate those measures 
which it judges to be most equit- 
able.” 

Litvinoff’s Address, 

Litvinoff of Russia said the de- 
cision which the Council was tak- 
ing marked the end of an era of 
speeches and declarations. 

He said the attitude of his Gov- 
ernment was already clearly de- 
fined and that it was guided by 
principles he already had indicated. 
He said these principles left no 
doubt concerning the measures to 
be taken by his country for the 
safeguarding of the peace of Africa 
as well as every other part of the 
world. 

It was reported that at the closed 
meeting of the council, Litvinoff 
told his colleagues that, while he 
would vote for the president’s pro- 
posals, that did not mean necessar- 
ily that he was in favor of the plan 
drawn up by the committee of 
five in its unsuccessful attempt 
to settle the dispute. It is general- 


‘ly known in Geneva that Litvinoff 
the | considers the League plan as un- 


fair to Ethiopia. 
Proposals of President. 

In making his proposals to the 
Council, the President, Ruiz Guina- 
zu, said: 

“T am sure my colleagues will all 
join with me in thanking the Com- 
mittee of Five for its untiring ef- 
forts since Sept. 6 to find a pacific 
solution. Those efforts proved un- 
successful, but I cannot believe the 
path of conciliation ig finally closed. 

“T think, therefore, it would be 
wiser not to announce that the mis- 
sion of the Committee of Five is at 
an end. The committee ought to be 
in a position to judge should any 
suggestion be made to it, whether 
they might justify a further at- 
tempt at conciliation. 

“IT would remind you that concili- 
ation is always possible until the 
Council's report under paragraph 4 
of Article XV is definitely adopted. 

“The time has come for us to 
contemplate the preparation of that 
The procedure under Arti- 
cle XV. which Ethiopia has asked 
should be put into operation, was 
suspended as long as the arbitration 
procedure provided for in the Ital- 
ian-Ethiopian treaty of 1928 was 
continuing. 

Application of Article XV. 

“The unanimous award rendered 
by the arbitrators (which found 
neither nation at fault) has not, as 
might have been hoped, put an end 
to the dispute brought before the 
Council. On Sept. 4 last Article XV 
became applicable. 

“The cases of the two parties are 
well known. They are set out in 
documents transmitted to the Coun- 
cil. 

“If the detailed memorandum 
promised by the Ethiopian Govern- 
ment arrives in time, it will also be 
taken into consideration. 

| “ZT will accordingly propose that

Prosecuting Attorney Anderson 
of St. Louis County announced to- 
day that he and his staff would go 
to Mexico, Mo., Sunday to begin 
preparations for the trial of Mrs. 
Nellie Tipton Muench on the charge 
of kidnaping Dr. Isaac D. Kelley for 
ransom, which is scheduled to be- 
gin Monday. 

The prosecutor said he would not 
ask for or consent to any delay in 
the trial on account of the habeas 
corpus action now pending in the 
St. Louis Court of Appeals in which 
Anna Ware, unwed mother, is seek- 
ing to get custody of her baby son, 


alleged by her now to be in the 
home of Mrs. Muench. 

Miss 'da Wilzer, former maid in 
the Muench home, whom the State 
had expected to produce as a prose- 
cution witness at the trial in Mex- 
ico, has indicated that she is reluct- 
ant to appear, Anderson said. She 
is now a resident of New York. An- 
derson expressed the hope that she 
would change her mind and decide 
to appear as a State’s witness. 

Defense Lawyers in City. 

Three of Mrs. Muench’s lawyers, 
Pross T. Cruss of Lathrop, Mo., and 
Clay County Rogers and Paul Bu- 
zard of Kansas City. have been at 
the Mark Twain Hotel for several 
days, in preparation of the defense 
case, and conferring frequently with 
their client. 

Summoning of a special venire of 
40 prospective jurors for the trial 
is being completed in Audrain 
County by Sheriff E. S. Haycraft. 
The list of the veniremen will be 
withheld until their appearance in 
Circuit Court Monday morning. 

In selection of the trial jury, law- 
yers for State and defense will ex- 
amine veniremen until they have 
obtained a total of 30 against whom 
there is no cause for objection on 
the ground of prejudice or other 
impediment to their service as 
jurors. From this preliminary pan- 
el, the State will be allowed peremp-~- 
torily to challenge six, and the de- 
fense twelve, leaving the final 
panel of twelve which will try the 
case. 

Sheriff Haycraft today appointed 
four special deputies to assist his 
regular deputies, Paul .Hammett 
and Edgar Hamlett, at the trial. 
The special officers are Mayor W. 
A. Debo of Mexico, J. W. Barnett, 
a former sheriff, Constable Heim of 
Vandalia, and Byron Shannon, also 
of Vandalia. 

Rosegrant’s Appeal. 

The appeal of Angelo Rosegrant, 
who was convicted in the Kelley 
case last Oct. 13 and sentenced to 
20 years in prison, was perfected 
and filed with the Supreme Court 
Aug. 16.

Police Say Student, 19, 
- Named in Wills of Both 

as Heir, Killed Them to 
- Get Estate.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Sept. 26.— 
Saying he had established greed as 
the motive, Detective Lieut. Frank 
Condaffer announced today that 19- 
year-old Leroy Drake Jr. had con- 
fessed he poisoned his aunt and 
uncle and shunted an automobile 
with their bodies from a pier into 
the ocean last Thursday night. 

At the home of the victims, 
Herny Steinhuer, 60, and his wife, 
Nellie, 50, police today found stuffed 
behind a radio their two wills pro- 
viding for their nephew in case of 
their deaths. 

Condaffer said Steinhuer’s wil 
left Drake oue-third of his estate, 
provided Mrs. Steinhuer survived 
her husband. In the event she did 
not, Drake was to receive the entire 
estate. The woman’s will left the 
entire estate to the boy at her 
death, if her husband preceded her 
in death, and one-third to him if her 
husband survived: her. 

Forged Uncle’s Name Twice. 

Police also said Drake forged 
Steinhuer’s name to a check for 


$272 after first forging the name 
to a filing card that changed the 
bank accounts held in Steinhuer’s 
name. 

Condaffer said Drake admitted he 
administered the poison in his rela- 
tives’ coffee, then sat down with 
them in the kitchen of their home 
and watched them drink it. They 
slumped in their chairs. The poison 
caused quick death. 

After making the _ confession, 
Condaffer said, Drake led officers 
to the pier in Wilmington where hé 
took the bodies in an automobile, 
put the machine in gear, and 
watched it roll to the end and drop 
into the ocean. The car was buried 
in mud, 35 feet below the surface. 
Divers recovered the bodies. 

With Pair Since Age of 3. 
 “T didn’t want to shoot them,” 
Drake was quoted as saving. ““Some- 
how, that seemed too cruel. They 
had been good to me. They cared 
for me ever since I was 3 years old.

FRAUD IN MEMEL VOTE 


Wants Germany to Share With 
Lithuania in Control 
of Election. 


By the Associated Press, 

BERLIN, Sept. 26.—The impend- 
ing Memel territory elections became 
the chief topic for German newspa- 
pers today. Alleged discrimination 
against the German population in 
the territory, formerly German and 
now Lithuanian, was the target for 
press attacks, 

The newspapers predicted an 
overwhelming victory for the Ger- 
man element in the election, at the 
same time charging the Lithuanian 
Voting Commission with “having 
agreed already on methods to be 
taken for forging the election re- 
sults.” 

Editorials demanded that Ger- 
many participate in control ef the 
election. The same attitude also 
was taken by the Foreign Office, 
which asked for equal participation 
with Lithuania in election control. 

Headlines such as “Revolt in Lith- 
uania,” “Armed Peasants” and “Mu- 
tiny Among Police and Army” ap- 
peared on the front pages of news- 
papers today. 

A dispatch from the Lithuanian 
frontier to the newspaper Nacht- 
ausgabe said: “In some districts of 
Southern Lithuania the army and 
police disobeyed orders to fire at 
revolting peasants. One battalion 
from Mariampol refused to march 
from the barracks. After eight of- 
ficers had been arrested two com- 
panies mutinied.” 

The paper added that “the Lithu- 
anian Government has dispatched 
troops and tanks from Kaunas to 
suppress the disorders.”

RUSSIA CUTS DOWN 
RATION SYSTEM AGAIN 


Workers Must Buy Meat 
Open Shops With Gen- 
eral Public.

MOSCOW, Sept. 26.—A Govern- 
ment decree abolished the ration 
system of selling some prime food 
‘products and cut prices in open 
commercial shops today. 

The decree is an important step 


toward liquidation of the present 
\double sales system by which work- 
ers make purchases in “closed” ra- 
‘tion shops and the general public 
buys in open shops. 

Prices of the two have differed 
widely, workers getting the benefit 
of extremely low rates. 

The decree abolished ration shop 
sale of meat, sugarf, fish, butter 
and potatoes and threw all buying 
of these products into open shops, 
substituting one fixed price for the 
previous double price system. 

The new price scale reduced beef 
more than 50 per cent. It now 
will sell from 5 rubles up per kilo 


| 


gram. Sugar will be 4 rubles and 


50 kopecks per kilogram, as com- 
pared with 6 rubles and 50 kopecks, 
and butter was reduced from 24 
rubles per kilogram to 15. 

To prevent speculation, it was 
announced, no purchaser will be 
permitted to buy at one time more 
than two kilograms of meat, two 
of sugar, a half kilogram of butter 
or three kilograms of fish. 

Under the ration system all work- 
ers have cards which entitle them 
to make purchases in small 
amounts at closed stores. 

The decree said abolition of the 
old system had been made possible 
by distinct betterment in the ma- 
terial condition of the workers and 
peasants.

ROOSEVELT LIST 
WAR IMPLEMENT 
T0 BE LUCENSED 


Six Categories Set Up, In- 
cluding Munitions, Ships, 
Planes, Small Arms and 
Gas Equipment. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt proclaimed yester- 
day that manufacturers, importers 
and exporters of six categories of 
war implements must obtain li- 
censes for exports and imports. 


This proclamation is designed to 
make effective the so-called neu- 
trality law passed at the last ses- 
sion of Congress. This law calls 
for Federai licensing of exports of 
arms and munitions, and for a 
mandatory embargo on shipments 
of such articles to nations at war. 
Applications for five-year registra- 
tion certificates must be accompa- 
nied by a $500 fee. 

The articles named in the procla- 
Mation consisted only of weapons 
and other articles used in actual 
combat such as guns, war vessels, 
military aircraft and poison gas, 
Secretary of Commerce Roper told 
reporters that the Munitions Con- 
trol Board, which recommended the 
list proclaimed by the President, 
is considering whether certain raw 
materials should be classed with 
munitions. 

Foodstuffs Vital. 

Some students of the subject have 
raised the question whether food- 
stuffs, steel, cotton and other com- 
modities as vital to a belligerant 
as actual fighting weapons should 
not be placed in the same class 
as munitions in case of war. 

Roper, a member of the control 
board, said “qualitative and quanti- 
tative” elements enter into the mat- 
ter.

_ Shadow of the Dollar Sign. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
LEARLY, a loose democracy, as dis- 
tinguished from the British Govern- 
ment, needs the security afforded by a 


_ «written Constitution, not changeable 


without prolonged deliberation and dis- 
cussion. And it must needs maintain the 
integrity of the Supreme Court. 

But these things are dimly seen and 
felt by the people as a whole. And they 
are ready to adhere to the time-triea in- 
stitutions of our Government, if it were 
not for the bafflement that confronts t2 
orderly attempt to rectify obvious evil 
and encroachments upon their just 
rights. f 

For bribery and paid propaganda over- 
come their recourse to state and national 
legislation, and they are confounded in 
the courts of law by what they cannot 
do, whereas the privileged few _ have lit- 
tle or no social or moral responsibility, 
and yet strangely meet with the approval 
of the courts when their acts are halted. 

These things will not down, despite 
legalistic logarithms, and the stability of 
our Government depends not upon lip- 
service to our ancient institutions, but to 
“prompt and practical adjustment of ac- 
tual affairs to the brutal realities of 
changing social and economic condi- 
tions.” - ‘ 

That the reaction to the President’s 
statements as to the decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the Schechter case was 
extraordinary, was evident to the dis- 
cerning. Not here a difference in poli- 
tics, or broader economics, but a deeper,

Presiderit Hoover’s Committee on Social 
Trends, quoting C. E. Merriam on “Gov- 
ernment and Society,” wherein he point- 
ed out that in business and in mechani- 
eal enterprise, the general attitude has 
been that of free and welcome experi- 
ment, but experiment in governmental 
affairs has been identified with treason 
to the state. 

And the reason: “This grows largely 
out of the identification of the present 
industrial situation with the preservation 

of the status quo-in constitutional ar- 
Trangements, and the fear that change 
might jeopardize .existing property inter- 
ests. The same situation helps to explain 
the extensive business boycott of govern- 
ment, except where special favors are 
concerned, and the theory that the worst 
government is the best.” 

Thus many timid dollars are garnered 
by the lobbyists and professional pa- 
triots, who multiply the fears of en- 
trenched wealth. And the shadow of the 
dollar sign falls athwart the destinies of 
the American people, who humbly and 
peaceably are groping for a way out of 
the tragic disunity in social interests.

Interest and 
principal on the bonds would be 
payable out of transit revenues. 


The ordinances are now before 
the. Board of Aldermen, which has 
60 days in which to pass or reject; 
them. If they are defeated, or no 
action is taken, the sponsors can 
require the Board of Eleciion Com- 
missioners to call:a special election 
to submit them to the voters. The.

Memphis (Tenn.) Officer Tells 
Texas Governor He Doesn't 
Want Ex-Prisoner.

AUSTIN, Tex., Sept. 26.—The 
Governor of Texas and the Chief of 
Police at Memphis, Tenn., were in 
disagreement today over whether 
a paroled Texas convict should live 
| in Memphis. 

Gov. James V. Allred recently 
paroled Carl Mack Thompson, serv- 
ing 10 years for robbery, to Chief 
|Will D. Lee without the latter's 
‘knowledge. The Governor said he 
'had paroled many convicts to police 
'chiefs without protest. Chief Lee 
‘sent the proclamation back with a 
letter saying “we have our own 
criminals to deal with and do not 
take kindly to having them import- 
ed from other states into Tennes- 
see.” Lee said Thompson would be 
arrested as a vagrant if he showed 
up at police headquarters. 

Gov. Allred replied that Thomp- 
son's mother, wife and child lived 
in Memphis and he had expressed 
a desire to return to them. “This 
attitude on the part of a few police 
officers throughout the country is 
responsible for one of society's 
greatest problems, that of rehabili- 
tation of convicted men,” he said.

WEEK'S BANK CLEARINGS

NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—The volume of 
bank settlements is still heavy. the in- 
crease being well distributed throughout the 
country. Total clearings at the 22 lead- 
ing cities in the United States for the 
week ended Wednesday, Sept. 25. as re- 
ported by Dun & Bradstreet, Inc., was $5,- 
040,128,000, against $4,193,245,000 a 
year ago, an increase of 20.2 per cent. 
For the preceding week, the advance was 
20 per cent. At New York City, clearings 
were $3,253,871,000, an increase of 21.8 
per cent ‘over the amount reported last 
year, while the aggregate for centers out- 
side of New York City of $1,786,257,000 
was 17.4 per cent. 

The feature of the report throughout 
September has been the uniformity of gain 
that appeared in the comparison with the 
clearings reported a year ago at most 
cities and this was even more marked in 
the latest week. There was some reduc- 
tion in the latest report from the preced- 
ing week in both years because of the 
heavy payments on account of Federal 
taxes due in the middle of the month, and 
these were particularly large this year. For 
the past week, clearings were below those 
of the preceding week by $806,186,000. a 
year ago for the same two weeks the 
decline was $677,594,000, 

Including New York, the increases were 
marked at Boston, Philadelphia, Buffalo, 
Pittsburgh, Chicago, Cincinnati, Atlanta, 
New Orleans, Lo iisville, Minneapolis, 
Omaha, San. Francisco, Portland and 
Seattle.

Also Allows $100,000,000 .for 


Housing in New Curtailed 
Program. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—A cur- 
tailed public works program, 
tended to make 300,000 jobs on 3000 
undertakings at a cost of $200,000,- 
000, was approved by President 
Roosevelt yesterday. 

He approved also a $100,000,000 
list—likewise curtailed—of low cost 
housing projects. 

The expenditures must be passed 
on by the Comptroller General. 

With Nov. 1 set as the date for 
ending the dole, the President said 
he intended to allot or earmark all 
of the funds left from the four bil- 
lion work relief appropiation be- 
fore starting on his Western jour- 


ney. About $1,250,000 has not been! 


divided among individual projects. 

The President said the Civilian 
Conservation Corps .would be held 
down to 500,000 men after Oct. 1 
and by July 1 reduced to 300,000. 
He hopes to establish the corps on 
a permanent basis at the latter 
figure. 

Roosevelt’s comment on the CCC 
was made after he had received a 
report from Director Robert Fech- 
ner on the employment status of 
former CCC members. Of 93,010 
men interviewed, Fechner said, 36,- 
614, or 39.4 per cent, had found 
jobs. | 

The reductions in the PWA and 
housing programs, it was learned, 
followed a confidential report that 
the works program had only $900,- 
000,000 ees which to supply 1,500,- 
000 jobs. ‘*Peviously, $2,400,000,000 
had been set aside with which it 
was expected 2,000,000 jobs would 
be provided. 

PWA officials repeated that any 
new projects which fail to move 
speedily into the construction stage 
would be rescinded.

Social Change Probably 
Inevitable, Methodists Say 


“Little We Can Do to Help or Prevent It,” 
Report to Delegates at Marion, IIl., 
Conference Asserts.

MARION, Iil., Sept. 26. — The 
policies of certain groups of Meth- 
odists were assailed yesterday in 
the annual report of district super- 
intendents of the Southern Illinois 
Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, submitted to dele- 
gates attending the annual meet- 
ing of the conference here. 

A report submitted to the con- 
ference by Dr. C. R. Yost, super- 
intendent of the Olney District,

opinion among our best people.” 
The report reaffirmed the church 
stand for “free speech, a free press, 
a free pulpit, a national mind un- 
regimented, an individual con- 
science untrammeled and expressed 
Christian conviction and rewarded 
intelligence, integrity and indus- 
try.”

the report said. “There may be 
or prevent these changes.

ILLINOIS PRISONER, 65, ‘DEAN’ 
OF CONVICTS AFTER 38 YEARS 


Lyman Hall Convicted of Killing 
Constable at Joliet 
in 1897. 
By the Associated Press. 

JOLIET, Ill, Sept. 26. — Lyman | 
Hall, who was sentenced to a life | 
term in the old penitentiary here 
38 years ago, assumed a new title 
Tuesday—that of “dean” of Illinois | 
convicts in point of “service.” 

Hall, who escaped hanging, is now | 
65 years old. He was 24 when he. 
was convicted and sentenced March | 
15, 1897, for the killing of Francis | 
de Long, a constable, who went to | 
his Joliet home to arrest him on a 
drunkenness charge. Judge Dor- 
rance Dibell expressed doubt at the 
time whether Hall was sober when 
the murder was committed. For 
that reason he escaped capital pun- 
ishment. 

In April, 1923, when the parole 
board refused Hall a commutation 
of sentence after serving 27 quiet 
years, he became restive. Accorded 
the privileges of a trusty, Hall 
drove to a Joliet railroad station, 
abandoned a horse and wagon and 
fled. After three weeks of freedom 
he was captured in California. In 
April, 1932, he was accused of set- 
ting fire to the prison chapel, caus- 
ing $3000 damage. |

At the last moment one of 
the pairs failed to show up, which 
threw the championship schedule 
out of gear. 

It was too late to rearrange the 
schedule, and the frantic tourna- 
ment director tried to find an extra 
pair everywhere, without success, 
among hall porters, bellboys, even 
a couple of truckmen who were 
moving in the bridge tables.

Prophet's Right Hand Man 


, Musick Has Supervised Parade Plans 24 Years 


By Fay Profilet 


HINGS are humming at the 
T Veiled Prophet Den these days. 

The great hall of His Mysterious 
Majesty's domain on Nowhere 
street, in far away Cathay, is a fan- 
tastic scene, for it is here that 20 
big floats, depieting glimpses of 
‘Toyland are under construction for 
the annual Veiled Prophet parade. 


Artists, sculptors, papiermachie 
experts, painters, electricians and 
carpenters are working at a furious 
rate of speed putting on final touch- 
es and attending to last minute de 
tails. But the Veiled Prophet isn’t 
worried for he knows that on Tues- 
day night, Oct. 8, his gorgeous pa- 
rade will glitter along its regular 
route on schedule, for it is in charge 
of his good superintendent, J. V. 
Musick. 

Musick loves a parade and he 
should, for the past 24 years every 
float from start to finish has been 
built under his personal supervi- 
sion. He not only knows how each 
float should be built but he is able 
to do the actual work from the first 
nail to the final light bulb. 

Twenty-four years ago he was 
manager of an office building when 
he was offered a different position 
by a prominent St. Louisan. He was 
not told the nature of the position 
but so great was his faith in the in- 
tegrity of his benefactor he asked 
no questions. 

“I was led right into the Den and 
turned loose and told to prepare the 
next Veiled Prophet parade,” he 
said. “I had never seen a float 
made. The first thing I did was to 
install machinery and then I turned 
my attention to the lighting effects. 
I sat there a whole year making 
flashing devices that proved im- 
practical because of the high volt- 
tage. In those days the lighting of 
the floats was a real problem. A 
boy was concealed somewhere in a 
float and he would turn a crank 
that would produce different colors. 
I realized something had to be done 


about that, so I put gears on the 
hubs of the wheels with sprocket 
chains jack shaft to above the bed 
of the float, to the make and break 
machine which would cause _ the 
lights to change colors or flicker. 
The lights are important in the pa- 
rade for they not only illuminate 
the floats but many colored lights 
heighten the illusion. Every float 
has from 600 to 1500 or more lights. 
. * + 

PICTURE of the work rooms 
A is beyond description. Here are 

all these huge floats, some just 
frame work; others being decorat- 
ed and many in the final stage of 
completion. Familiar figures from 
Toyland are at every hand while 
resting and suspended on rafters 
above are animals and smiling and 
leéring figures who have had their 
day, mutely overlooking the prep- 
arations. 

A tour through the work room 
proved interesting and illuminating. 
The superintendent explained that 
the floats are all the same size, 11 
feet wide, 22 feet long and on the 
average they carry seven actors. 
The space required for the figures 
is laid out, always bearing in mind 
that comfortable space be left for 
the live characters. As a rule the 
figures of characters and animals

on the floats are of papiermache 
over a wooden framework, but at 
times the construction becomes 
more solid and is braced with steel. 
Though often laden with seemingly 
heavy ornamentation, the floats are 
surprisingly light and while four 
horses are used to draw a float, it 
actually could be moved easily by 
two men. 

In making the figures and ani- 
mals a frame is built of laths and 
covered with clay to the likeness 
of the picture. This is overlaid 
with six coats of wet paper and 
allowed to dry. The\paper is then 
cut loose from the clay figure and 
assembled on a wooden form to pre- 
vent shrinking. It is then painted 
and decorated and is ready to take 
its place on the float. 


The actual work on the floats 
consume about five and a half 
months, with a full staff, Musick 
said. He receives the approved 
sketches made in water color in 
detail and according to a scale of 
three-fourths of an inch to the foot. 
Each float must tell its story 
viewed from any angle. 

“There is a great sense of satis- 
faction when the parade returns to 
the Den on time and without an 
accident,” said Musick. “Every 
float is equipped with a fire ex- 
tinguisher and one year we stopped 
the parade to put out someone 
else's fire along the route, caused 
by an explosion of a moving picture 
machine. There is a place at the 
back of every float for additional 
light bulbs, extra horses are in the 
parade in case a horse becomes 
fightened or fractious, six doctors 
with emergency kits ride in the 
parade and every actor is provided 
with a substantial hand hold. Great 


precaution is taken as to fire. All 
paper and tinsel have been elim- 
inated as decorations and little 
bronze paint is used near the lights. 

“In 24 years much has happened 
to me during the parades. Horses 
have sat on me and Ihave had my 
face slapped a dozen times. The 
greatest menace to the parade is 
the boy with the bean shooter, but 
St. Louis as a whole views the 
Veiled Prophet parade with pride 
and pleasure. I ride from one end 
of the parade to the other many 
times during the evening. I have 
always ridden a horse at the side- 
lines but this year I will ride in a 
motorcycle side car with an officer 


as an escort.”

I might 
not be alive. Down the street here 
one of my close friends was quite 
seriously hurt, and two or three 
others were threatened. Somebody 
took charge of the Capitol grounds 
and called a meeting on the south 
side. I understand they have called 
a meeting for this morning to be 
held in the big park across from the 
Capitol. Of course, that doesn’t 
worry me particularly. We won't 
have mob rule here.” 

“Well, now, you know, as the 
Governor you have the right to call 
out the militia, and I would say 
that 999 times out of a thousand 
the militia will respond just as the 
Governor orders; but would you like 
to call out the militia to fight the 
Share Our Wealth laws and see how 
those men would respond?”

I stopped at the 
top of the capitol steps. There I 
delivered my short speech to the 
crowd. I said: 

There seems to be some misun- 
derstanding. I desire that the leg- 
islation recently passed by Con- 
gress shall be tested in the courts 
by the most simple, direct and ex- 
peditious route possible. That 


course can best be done in a friend- 
ly suit, filed by a state directly in 
the Supreme Court. My friend, the 
Governor, has agreed to assist us 
in facilitating an early decision in 
this matter by filing suit 4n the 
name of the State of in the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
on an agreed statement of facts. In 
that manner there will be an early 
argument and an early decision, 
and I am sure that that decision 
will uphold the validity of the leg- 
islation which has been passed. In 
the meantime, the law of the land 
will take its usual course, and all 
of our citizens will begin to share 
in the benefits. Please do not mis- 
understand the attitude of 
either the Governor or my- 
self. If the legislation should 
not be constitutional, I should 
not wish to urge it; if it is con- 
stitutional, the Governor will be 
one of its chief supporters.

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Profit Motive 
As Main-Spring 


Of Daily Life

66 NE hears a good deal of talk 
() tnese days,” writes a reader, 
“on the part of idealists in 
regard to what they call the ‘prof- 
it motive’ in business. Ore won- 
ders whether there would be any 
business without it. 


“Somebody must do the hard 
work of the world, and what is the 
motive if not the desire for reward? 
The talk about doing away with 
the profit motive is like taking the 
main spring out of a watch, it 
seems to me.” 


Of course, all who are not para- 
sites desire to get fair returns for 
their labor—either of hand or brain 
—in order to care for those depend- 
ent upon them, but that is not the 
“profit motive,” as we use the word. 


By the profit motive is meant the 
desire to acquire wealth beyond our 
actual needs, to pile up wealth as 
power—this may indeed be the 
vague dream of all men, but it is 
not the actual motive of their la- 
bor. 


What does such a motive mean to 
the millions of toilers in the East, 
whose highest hope is a bare living, 
and who live in dread of starva- 
tion? Or the millions in the West 
who live on the dole, or very near 
it? 

Or the wage-earning masses in 
all lands, whose margin of income 
barely suffices for a few pleasures? 
Or those whose business is a risk, 
and from which any day may find 
them shut out by a shift of events? 

In fact, the number of our race 
who have any hope of a\surplus is 
microscopically small. Even those 
who are well-to-do and live com- 
fortably are aware that they live 
and work within very narrow lim- 
its. 

Nor must we forget the army of 
teachers, of preachers, of workers 
in the field of scientific research 
and social welfare, artists, nurses, 
and many others, whose first and 
chief motive is not profit at all. 


But what about “the opulent 
2 per cent,” who acquire or in- 
herit wealth far beyond their 


needs, and are kept busy trying to 
spend it? It can hardly be said 
that they do the hard work of the 
world, in any true sense. 

No, our whole trouble is not with 
the profit motive, but the fact that 
we have put it first, above all else, 
as the main spring of life. It has
